WHO CAN BECOME A MISSIONARY 
PRIEST? 


(By Rev. Herm. J. Fisher, 8.V.D.) 

A missionary pricst must be well- 
trained mentally and morally. His 
studies last about thirteen years. It 
is evident that these studies must be 
commenced in youth, preferably be-. 
tween the ages of twelve and sixteen., 
If one already possesses sufficient 
education, he can, of course, embrace 
the missionary vocation at a later 
age. 

One must also have suffictent tal- 
ents for studying. Otherwise even 
the most pious boys cannot become 
missionaries. They have no vocation, 
for if God gives one a vocation, He 
also gives him the necessary mental 
faculties. 

The missionaries are usually mem- 
bers of a religious order. Therefore, 
if one wishes to become a missionary, 
he can join a missionary order; e. g., 
the Society of the Divine Word. The 
vows, whereby one becémes a mem- 
ber of the Society, are made after 
eight or eight and one-half years of 
study.. Whoever enters a college of
